St. Pau, Minn., August 8, 1921—On the evening of July 30, at 
the Hotel St. Paul, A. L. Whitaker, president of the Whitaker 
Paper Company, of Cincinnati presided at a banquet celebrating 
the merger of the Wright, Barrett & Stilwell Company, long 
and favorably known as the Twin Cities Paper House into the 
Whitaker Paper Company, of which it becomes the twelfth fully 
organized division. 

Approximately eighty guests, members of the Wright, Barrett & 
Stilwell organization and their wives with a small number of execu- 
tives from the Home Office of the Whitaker Paper Company, made 
up the party. 

Bryant Venable, secretary of the big Cincinnati organization and 
assistant to the president, acted as toastmaster and briefly reviewed 
the history of the remarkable growth of the Whitaker Paper 
Company, which in a brief span of eighteen years has assumed 
what is generally conceded to be the position of the largest paper 
merchandising organization of the United States. 

Mr. Venable explained the method of standardized operation 
and of centralized executive control according to which all the 
divisional houses function, handling identical lines of merchandise 
from identical sources.

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QUEBEC IS AGAINST LIFTING 
THE EMBARGO ON PULPWOOD 


Hon. A. David, Provincial Secretary, Says He May Safely 
Say as Representing the Fixed Policy of the Quebec Gov- 
ernment that there Will Be No Exporting of Pulpwood 
Cut Under Lease on the Lands of the Crown in Quebec— 
No Definite Announcement as Yet Regarding the Plans 
for the Reorganization of the Riordon Co., Ltd.—Three 
Rivers Pulp & Paper Co. to Build New Mill. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MonTREAL, Que., August 8, 1921—The policy of the Quebec 
Government in regard to the commission which President Harding 
proposes to send to Canada with a view to getting the embargo on 
pulpwood removed, was stated this week by the Hon. A. David, 
the Provincial Secretary. 

“IT think I can safely say as representing the fixed policy of the 
Quebec Government that there will be no exporting of our raw 
pulpwood cut under lease on the lands of the crown in this 
province,” he remarked. “It has been the Cabinet’s economic policy 
that exporting of any of our raw material was commercial suicide 
and we have endeavored to encourage capital to come here and 
manufacture goods out of our raw materials so that there may be 
some profit for the working man of Quebec in wages, and for the 
hundreds of allied and depending trades, helped by the spending of 
wages earned in this country. 

“You will understand that we cannot prevent the exporting of 
pulpwood cut on land owned outright by foreign capital, but we can 
on the leased lands of the Crown. By the export of the foreign- 
owned pulpwood in a raw state the province lost sixty millions 
of dollars in wages in one year, for the raw pulpwood, worth fifteen 
million dollars in its natural state, became worth seventy-five mil- 
lion after being made into paper in the United States. It is the 
same thing with asbestos. We should make our raw asbestos into 
the manufactured product here in the province. 

“The obvious thing is the encouraging of industry here in the 
Province so that these vast resources may be turned into things to 
sell, and the Province of Quebec workingman reaps the advantage. 
I should say that Premier Taschereau will meet the commission 
from the United States, but they will probably go away convinced 
that we are right in our stand.” 


Principles Not Discriminatory 


The Montreal Gazette, which is looked upon here as the exponent 
of the views of the federal government, in an article on the same 
subject says: 

“It has been explained before, and may as well bé said again, 
that the restrictions complained of by Mr. Underwood and his prin- 
ciples, are not discriminatory. The United States lessee of Crown 
lands in these Canadian provinces is upon exactly the same footing 
as anybody else as regards the manufacture of wood pulp. The 
British lessee has no advantage over him. The restrictions apply 
equally to all. They were not imposed, moreover, either yesterday 
or the day before, but have been in effect for many years. They are 
a measure of protection, designed to ensure to this country the 
benefit of one of its natural resources. The fact that the pulp- 
wood areas of the United States have been brought close to the 
point of exhaustion by wasteful and unscientific methods of ex- 
ploitation is, of course, unfortunate, but it supplies no reason for 
turning over Canadian pulpwood to the gentlemen responsible for 
that condition. The United States Congress has recently enacted 
a fairly stiff protective tariff law, to the disadvantage of this 
country. What is a good principle for the United States ought to 
be, in the eyes of United States legislators, a good principle for 


Canada, and it will be interesting to hear the reason against its 
maintenance as the basis of the provincial pulpwood policy. It is 
no hardship for American lessees of Canadian pulpwood lands to 
manufacture in this country, When the Province of Ontario, many 
years ago, stopped the export of saw-logs, Michigan mills moved 
across the border. It meant the investment of more capital in 
Canada and more employment for Canadian labor, and more busi- 
ness generally for this country. Under the National Policy the 
same thing has taken place in regard to a very large number of 
American manufacturing industries. If and when the new com- 
mission comes to this country it will be courteously received, and 
given a fair hearing, but it will come absolutely without any sound 
argument in support of its demand.” 


Affairs at Riordon Co., Ltd. 

As yet there is no definite announcement in regard to the plans 
for the reorganization of the Riordon Company, Limited, and the 
situation is still very uncertain as to the details of the final ar- 
rangements. Meanwhile, all sorts of rumors are being published in 
the newspapers. The latest is that there is a possibility of an un- 
derwriting syndicate being formed to buy in the properties. This 
syndicate, it is stated, would be composed of various parties in- 
terested, and such shareholders as may subscribe to the under- 
writing. The result would be that shareholders who did not sub- 
scribe under this plan would be wiped out entirely. The advantage 
of such a scheme, it is stated, would be that the syndicate, if they 
so desired, could buy in such of the properties as they felt would 
be self-supporting, leaving out those which might prove to be a 
drag on the company for several years. There is no doubt that the 
properties owned by the Riordon Company are among the finest 
in the Dominion, and it would be a great pity to see the company 
disintegrated. 

It is understood that one objection to the first scheme was that 
the fixed charges of the company were so heavy that in the event 
of business being unprofitable next year, the people who subscribe 
the working capital required might be wiped out. It is rumored, 
therefore, that when the new scheme is announced, it will include 
some arrangement for the bondholders to defer their interest or to 
accept scrip for same as was done some years ago in connection 
with the refinancing of another company. 

Of course the effect of the situation on the price of the stock 
has been calamitous. It has steadily dropped down to $3.75 a share, 
compared with a high last Fall of $226 a share, representing for 
the 100,000 shares a value early this week of $400,000, compared 
with $22,600,000 at the peak price. In the meantime, the first 
preferred issue of $10,000,000 has declined from a high of about 
$8,200,000 to a present uncertain valuation of around $600,000 or 
$500,000. The drop in the new common of Riordon is equally 
sheer; it sold last Fall at $66 a share at the top and this week 
was offering around 75 cents. Thus the $27,000,000 of this stock 
was worth on paper valuation last Fall about $18,000,000, and 
this week, if the whole amount could have been sold en bloc at 
the market price of a few shares, it would have realized only 
about $200,000. The decline in the market price, then, of the three 
issues in the past nine months, was from $48,800,000 to about 
$1,100,000 or $1,200,000. Such a decline is unprecedented in the 
history of the Stock Exchange in Canada. 

Forest Protection in New Brunswick 

The Department of Lands and Forests for New Brunswick has 
decided to erect four additional lookout towers in the forests as 
soon as possible. The value of the ones now standing at various 
points of vantage throughout the province has been proved during 
the recent dry weather. The present season has been one of the 
worst on record for the number of forest fires. The Department 
has fought upwards of 300, and the expenditure has been heavy. 
It has been decided to discourage the Spring burning of brush 
and to encourage Fall burning. There have also been more fires 
in Quebec Province than in any year for a long time past. The 
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loss, however, is not heavy in proportion to the devastated terri- 
tory due to the fact that fires broke out in many places where 
the forests were already destroyed by fire, or in swamp lands 
where the value of the timber burned was small. 


A New News Print Mill 


The Three Rivers Pulp and Paper Company has abandoned the 
idea of establishing a groundwood pulp mill at Three Rivers ow- 
ing to the slump in the price of groundwood, It is the intention 
ci those behind the Three Rivers Company to build a two-machine 
news print mill at Three Rivers instead, and use all the ground- 
wood and sulphite pulp that they manufacture for the making 
of paper. Just when this plan will be pushed actively will depend 
on financial conditions and also the situation of the news print 
market. This company is closely associated with the Hollinger 
Mines group. 

Pulp Mill Closes 


The rumor was in circulation recently that Wayagamack Pulp 
and Paper plant at Three Rivers was shutting down for an in- 
definite period owing to lack of orders. The truth of the matter 
is that the pulp mill, which has been busy for some time, has 
shut down but it is stated that it will be busy on new orders very 
shortly. The three paper mills are all busy on orders that will 
keep them going for two or three weeks. 


Whalen President to Go to Japan 
Hon. T. W. McGarry, president of the Whalen Pulp and Paper 
Mills, Limited, plans to sail for Japan next month in order to 
confer with Japanese interests, who are very large customers of 
the Whalen Company. 


Pulpwood in Great Britain 

A despatch from London, published in the Financial Times here, 
states that the price of mechanical pulp in England has been trebled 
within the year and is likely to go higher. The despatch con- 
tinues : 

“Last November the price per ton in Scandinavia of mechanical 
pulp was 120 kronen. Today it is 330. So far as can be dis- 
covered, there is nothing to prevent the Scandinavian Association, 
that virtually controls the market, from raising the price to 600, 
or even 900, kronen unless something is done quickly to take the 
monopoly out of their hands. Meanwhile the profits made by the 
exporters are vast and growing, and the position of the importer 
becomes steadily more difficult and the situation in the paper trade 
at home more and more acute, Not until the supply of mechanical 
pulpwood is enormously increased will the position in the paper 
trade become easier. If mechanical pulp advances much more, 
the British papermakers will be compelled once more to turn their 
attention to waste paper as a raw material to a far greater extent 
than they do now. Waste paper would then be worth much more 
than at present.” 

Paper Official Returning 

Edward Beck, of the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association, 
who has been investigating forestry methods in Scandinavian 
countries for his association, is expected to arrive back in Montreal 
this week. 


German Publishers and Paper Makers Agree 


Bertin, July 10, 1921—A commission appointed by the Reichs- 
tag succeeded in bringing about an agreement as to the price of 
news print, both parties, the publishers and the paper manufac- 
turers, accepting the agreed price of 3.30 marks. The publishers 
are now fighting for lower freight rates for news print, as an addi- 
tional measure contributing to lower prices. 

The agreement as to the fixed price of 3.30 marks was arrived at 
after representatives of the government positively declared that it 
would be absolutely impossible to pay the subvention to publishers 
any longer. 


I. P. Co. Denied Bill of Particulars 


In the suit of the Commercial Advertiser Association, publishers 
of The Globe and Commercial Advertiser, in its suit against the 
{nternational Paper Company, Philip T. Dodge, its president, and 
George F. Steele, who was Secretary of the Newsprint Manufac- 
turers’ Association, Federal Judge Knox has denied a motion of the 
defendants for a bill of particulars. 

In its complaint, the plaintiff asked for damages of $500,000 for 
loss of circulation and advertising because of an alleged breach of 
contract in failing to provide the plaintiff with sufficient news print 
for its needs. It is also charged that the defendants had violated 
the Sherman Anti-Trust act by creating a monopoly in restraint of 
trade. 

In his decision Judge Knox said that by careful reading of the 
complaint he was convinced it was the plaintiff's purpose to base 
the claim for damages sustained by reason of the acts of the 
defendants as a whole, that within the scheme of the defendants 
“there may be many contracts, combinations or conspiracies,” and 
that the plaintiff claims to have felt the pressure not only of certain 
particular elements of a general plan, but also the entire weight 
of it. Then the opinion reads: 

“If the plaintiff is able to prove that the defendants unlawfully 
restrained interstate commerce, enhanced the price of the product 
in question—news print—destroyed an open and competitive market 
and did other things alleged against them, I think it is of little 
consequence whether the details and means by which these things 
were done are particularly called contracts, combinations, con- 
spiracies or attempts to monopolize trade and commerce.” 


Paper Men to Be at Indianapolis Exposition

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., August 8, 1921—Paper distributors and 
manufacturers in Indianapolis are planning to take a large part in 
the Indianapolis Industrial Exposition to be held October 10 to 15 
at the Indiana State Fair Grounds under the auspices of the In- 
dianapolis Chamber of Commerce. 

Space has already been taken by more than 400 of the 781 dif- 
ferent lines of manufacturing in Indianapolis. One of the unique 
features of the exposition will be that the huge Manufacturers’ 
Building will be layed out in replica of the retail district of In- 
dianapolis, with the world-famed Soldiers’ and Sailors’ monument 
towering in the center of the network of streets named after those 
in downtown Indianapolis. 

The convention of the National Purchasing Agents’ Association, 
held this same week in Indianapolis, bringing to the city at least 
half of the corporate buying power of the country, is adding an 
interest to the exposition. 

“Industrial Indianapolis under one roof will surely stimulate the 
buying of Indianapolis-made products. Indianapolis leads the 
world in many lines. It ranks high in the paper and printing in- 
dustry,” says Howard J. Lacey, of the U. S. Corrugated Fibre Box 
Company. 





To Readjust Wages at Holyoke

readjustment will be discussed. The schedule of wages will be 
worked out during the present week. It is proposed to bring the 
wages of paper mill employees in this vicinity to a level with the 
wages paid in other paper mill centers. The paper manufacturers 
have agreed to act in unison on the proposed readjustment of wages.

FROM FASTEST PAPER MACHINE 


First Product of New Machine of Consolidated Water Power 
& Pulp Co. at Wisconsin Rapids, Wis., Is Sent to News- 
paper Publishers Last Week—At Present Rate the Ma- 
chine Is Turning Out Approximately 50 Tons Every 
Twenty-Four Hours—Production Will Reach 100 Tons 
Daily When Maximum Speed Is Attained—Wages Will 
Be Reduced 9 and 10 Cents Per Hour by August 15.

APPLETON, Wis., August 9, 1921.—The first paper manufactured 
on the immense new paper machine at the Wisconsin Rapids plant 
of the Consolidated Water Power and Paper Company was shipped 
to a newspaper publisher last week and the machine now is operat- 
ing at a speed of slightly more than 750 feet a minute. Final ad- 
justments were made a week ago after trial runs starting July 5. 
No effort will be made to speed up the machine until it is thor- 
oughly worn in. It probably will be several months before a speed 
of 1,000 feet a minute is achieved and much longer before an effort 
will be made to achieve the maximum speed of between 1,400 and 
1,500 feet. 

Starting of the big machine, as was stated ‘several weeks ago, 
was accomplished without incident. No trouble of any kind was 
experienced in the first trial run of more than two hours. Ad- 
justments have been in progress since that time. At the present 
rate the machine is turning out approximately fifty tons of paper 
every twenty-four hours. Production will reach 100 tons when the 
maximum speed is reached. 

This great paper. machine, the largest and fastest in the world, 
is housed in a specially designed building 400 feet long and 54 
feet wide, completed last year. The machine is 325 feet long and 
weighs 1,230 tons. Forty-four railroad cars were required to 
transport it from the Beloit Iron Works plant, Beloit, Wis., to 
Wisconsin Rapids. Eight railroad cars transported the electrical 
machinery. The machine and its accessories are driven by sixty-one 
electric motors developing 1,462 horsepower. 

Construction of the mammoth was started more than a year ago 
and installation was completed in about eight weeks. Numerous 
letters have been received by the Consolidated company from paper 
makers congratulating it on its enterprise and successful installa- 
tion of the giant. 


Another Paper Mill Strike Settled 


Another paper mill strike in this section was settled last week 
when employees of the Hoskins-Morainville Paper Company at 
Menominee, Mich., voted to accept the wage reduction ordered by 
the company and returned to work. The reduction was ordered a 
few weeks ago about the time the mill was shut down temporarily 
to make repairs. The mill was not operated during the strike. 

While the settlement of the strike at the Rhinelander Paper 
Company’s plant last week provided for taking back all of the men 
who went on strike, it was agreed that none of the 300 persons 
employed while the strike was in progress was to be discharged 
to make place for the strikers. The company normally employs 
about 500 hands and it is probable that a large number of the 
strikers will be without work for some time to come. The plant 
probably will be on a normal production basis about September 1. 


Wages and Employment 


Wages of nearly all employees in the Fox river valley will have 
been reduced 9 and 10 cents an hour by August 15. “Several of the 
companies put the reductions into effect August 1. The scale now 
is 30 cents to 41 cents an hour for labor. Machine tenders are 
receiving 49 and 50 cents an hour. Reductions in the last few 
months have aggregated 21 cents an hour, 





There has been some improvement in the employment situation 
in the state. There still are hundreds of idle men but jobs are 
becoming more plentiful and business shows slight improvement. 
About forty men were given work when the sulphate mill of the 
Nekoosa-Edwards Paper Company at Nekoosa resumed operations 
Monday morning. The plant had been shut down for many weeks. 
Steady operation of the new machine at the Consolidated Water 
Power and Paper Company at Wisconsin Rapids also provided 
more employment. 

One of the most interested visitors at the Consolidated plant to 
witness operation of the big machine was John M. Spielman, a 
former Russian who is operating a paper mill in Japan. Mr. Spiel- 
man is in America to secure more equipment for his mill and is 
negotiating with the Beloit Iron Works, Beloit. Wis., maker of the 
mammoth Consolidated machine, for part of the machinery he 
needs. He was greatly impressed with the Wisconsin Rapids 
equipment. 


Urges Protection for American Dyestuffs 


Protection of the American dyestuffs industry by a high tariff 
wall was urged by Dr. Otto Kress, chemist for the Consolidated 
company and formerly head of the forest products laboratory at 
Madison, Wis., in an address before the Rotary Club at Wisconsin 
Rapids. He said American dyestuff makers should be given the 
necessary aid to keep them in existence so their plants will be 
available for conversion to the manufacture of war munitions in 
case of war. Dyestuffs plants can easily be converted to the man- 
ufacture of gases and chemicals, but if foreign dyes are permitted 
to enter America it will soon mean that American dye makers 
cannot meet the competition and the plants will be closed or con- 
verted to other uses. 

“With the uncertainty of future wars should we not protect our- 
selves and those industries which can be converted in times of 
emergency?” he asked. 


General News of the Trade 


While there has been no further action in the suit filed by the 
Northern Paper Company against the city of Green Bay asking 
$300,000 damages for alleged failure to provide proper police pro- 
tection during the strike, there has been no disposition to drop the 
suit, it was said. The action was started shortly before the re- 
organization of the company with Judson G. Rosebush as one of 
the active heads. 

The water level in the Fox river now is the lowest in nearly 
ten years. Paper mill owners are using less than half the normal 
amount of water for power and it is said the supply is to be still 
further curtailed. Transportation of coal to the paper mills also 
is hampered by the low water, which has left dangerous rocks pro- 
jecting above the service. 

The first shipment of pulpwood brought up the Fox river in years 
was delivered to the pulp mill of the Combined Locks Paper Com- 
pany at Little Chute. The cargo consisted of about 4,000 cords. 
Nearly 100,000 tons of coal have left the docks at Green Bay for 
shipment up the river so far this year. 

Capital stock of the Elm Paper and Box Company of Neenah 
has been increased from $50,000 to $100,000. The stock of the 
Central Paper Company of Menasha also has been increased from 
$50,000 to $100,000. Both firms are planning expansions. 

Aaron Pareira, president of the Victory Bag and Paper Com- 
pany, Marinette, has leased a home in Menominee, Mich., across 
the river from the Wisconsin city. He had been making his home 
in Chicago. 

Franz Rosebush, head of the department of industrial relations 
of the Nekoosa-Edwards Paper Company, has accepted an invita- 
tion to deliver an address at the National Safety Congress ‘in 
Boston the latter part of September. Mr. Rosebush will talk on 
the use of the camera in promoting safety. Mr. Rosebush now is 
in Colorado.

Report for the Year Ending With June Shows That the Earn- 
ings of the Concern Were $4,836,001 as Compared With 
$3,915,051 for the Previous Year, in Spite of the Seven 
Weeks’ Shutdown Due to the Strike at the End of the 
Company's Fiscal Year—Japan Imports Large Quantity 
of Canadian Pulp—Kaministiquia Pulp & Paper Co. to 
Reopen as Soon as General Pulp Market Improves. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ontario, August 8, 1921—The affairs of the Spanish 
River Pulp and Paper Mills, Limited, the head office of which is 
in Toronto, are in excellent shape according to the annual report 
which has just been issued. A meeting of the directors was held 
in Toronto and the details prepared for the annual statement. 
The letter shows that the net earnings for the year ending June 
30 last were $4,836,001. This total compares with $3,915,051 of the 
previous year and was reached in spite of the seven weeks’ 
shutdown due to a strike at the close of the company’s fiscal year. 
Appropriation of half a million dollars is made for government 
taxes and contingencies. 

The increase of nearly a million dollars ‘in earnings is very 
gratifying. Dividends on preferred and common stock together 
with proportion of dividend to bondholders under the old agree- 
ment and bond sinking fund reserve account for $1,674,152, leaving 
to be carried forward $2,349,796, an increase of over a million 
and a quarter dollars as compared with last year’s carry forward 
of $1;160.798. This income showing has been made despite the 
seven weeks’ strike from May 13 to June 30, already referred 
to, when the fiscal year of the company closed. The mills of the 
company are reported to be in full operation since work was re- 
sumed on July 4. 

The new 166-inch machine at the Sturgeon Falls division was 
put in operation during the past week and will turn out about 
sixty tons daily of news print, making the output of the three 
machines at Sturgeon Falls 135 tons daily. The total production 
of news print daily at the three plants of the Spanish River com- 
pany, now located at Sault Ste. Marie, Espanola and Sturgeon Falls 
is now 650 tons. 

George H. Mead, of Dayton, Ohio, president of the company, 
states that the inventories have been written down to a figure 
consistent with present values and assures stockholders that the 
large balance of current assets over current liabilities is not over- 
stated. This surplus, which represents working capital, stands 
for the year at $7,416,535 as against $6,611,000 the year before. 
The development at Smoky Falls on the Sturgeon River where the 
company obtains additional electrical power for the operation of the 
grinders at Sturgeon Falls, is also rapidly nearing completion and 
much of the cost has been included in the property account. 

It is interesting to note that notwithstanding the large amounts 
which have been expended on property account, during the past 
year and for several years previous, amounting since 1917 to eight 
and one-half millions, the bonded indebtedness of the company is 
increased by less than one and one-half million dollars since that 
date. Current assets show a remarkable increase, particularly in 
wood pulp on hand, which stands at $7,663,072, an increase of over 
four million dollars. This is presumably the accumulation of the 
period when the mills were closed owing to the strike. The reserves 
shown on the balance sheet amount to over $5,000,000 with- 
out taking into account the balance at the credit of profit and loss 
account at June 30, 1921, which is $2,349,000 after payments of 
dividends of seven per cent per annum to all preference and 
common shareholders.

Increasing Use of Paper Products 
The expanding uses of paper and cardboard are being seen on all 
sides. A new cold storage plant has just been completed at 
Brighton, Ont., which is airtight in every respect. The building 
is sO constructed as to prevent the passage of air in or out, and 
so the temperature of the room will always be kept the same. 
The surface of the walls, floor and ceilings is first covered with 
heavy waterproof paper, then cardboard two inches thick is tacked 
over the paper. Hot asphalt is put on over the cardboard and 

the last covering is a 2%4-inch thickness of concrete. 


Detroit Company Licensed in Ontario 

The Detroit Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company, a Michigan cor- 
poration, has just been accorded an extra provincial license to carry 
on business in the province of Ontario and to invest capital to the 
extent of five hundred and fifty thousand dollars in such under- 
taking. This Detroit organization has for some years purchased 
many thousands of cords of pulpwood in the Port Arthur district 
where extensive logging operations have been carried on. 


Japan Imports Much Canadian Pulp 

According to statistics published by the Trade and Commerce 
Department, the principal commodities exported to Japan last year 
by Canada were $1,000,000 worth of unbleached sulphite pulp and 
$750,000 of bieached pulp, as well as a large quantity of wrapping 
paper. 7 

Start New Board Machine 

The Strathcona Paper Company, manufacturers of building 
papers and light board, whose mills are located at Strathcona, Ont., 
reports that the demand for building paper at the present time is 
very quiet and this portion of its plant has been shut down for some 
time. The new machine, which the company lately installed for 
the making of boxboard, is now in full operation and a fair busi- 
ness is being done in this line. Paper box plants in Toronto and 
other cities report that trade has picked up considerably of late 
and the prospects for fall are getting brighter each week. 


New Company Will Deal in Pulpwood 
A charter has been granted the Thunder Bay Lumber Company, 
Limited, with headquarters at Port Arthur and a capital stock of 
$100,000. The new concern will deal in lumber, timber and pulp- 
wood and will acquire the property and assets of the Thunder Bay

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DEMAND IN PHILADELPHIA 
CONTINUES RATHER BETTER 


Market Is Not Active by Any Means but Improved Labor 
Conditions in Other Industries and the Steadying of Prices 
Have Helpful Influence—Demand From Printers, Which 
Was Long Held Up by the Strike, Is Somewhat Better 
Than Usual at This Season of the Year—Paper Stock 
Market, After Months of Stagnation, Is Showing More 
Activity in Common Grades. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

PHILADELPHIA, August 9, 1921—Jobbing experience of the first 
week of August redeemed the expectations of the trade generally. 
It is not to be understood that times are busy; they never are at 
this season of the year and certainly could not be expected to be 
now when recovery from recession just is beginning to assert itself. 
But the complete ending of the printing trade strike, the very 
marked betterment in the great textile and carpet industries so 
important a factor in Philadelphia’s industrial life, and perhaps 
more than all else, the steadying of prices, have had helpful in- 
fluences. August business was of such a character as fully to 
warrant the belief of the trade that the corner was turned some 
time ago and that henceforth there may confidently be expected 
continued gains, perhaps slow ones but surely certain ones. In 
the words of President Frank J. O'Neill, of the Paper Manufac- 
turers Company: “From the fact that the tremendous textile in- 
dustry is resuming activity after the longest spell of depression it 
has suffered for years, from the further fact that the carpet manu- 
facturing industry after eight or nine months of idleness is again 
getting business and that the shoe industry is on a similar basis, 
one would be warranted in the belief that the paper trade had 
ahead improved conditions; my actual experience is that such im- 
provement already is manifesting itself. I find a greater disposition 
on the part of the consumer to buy than has existed for some time. 
He is not yet in the position where he is hunting up the paper 
merchants; he must be appealed to, but when he is, he responds 
more freely than he did in June and July. He is buying cautiously 
it is true but his orders certainly are more freely given and are 
of a little larger volume than they were. An experience I have 
just had with one of my customers is typical. Formerly he pur- 
chased in five to ten-ton lots; for the last eight months he has 
been buying only a ton at a time. That was perhaps due to the 
fact that every time he did buy, prices had declined. But now 
the market seems to have been cleaned up of the grade which he 
always purchased. When I could not supply it he tried elsewhere 
without success. When I offered another paper at about 15 per 
cent higher he purchased, was well satisfied and now again is 
buying considerably more than a ton at a time. I believe the con- 
sumer is ready to buy when impressed by good salesmanship with 
the necessity for placing his business now.” 


Demand from Printers Better 

Though typical August conditions maintain in the printing trade, 
its demands are a little better than they were in normal years at 
this season. The ranks of !abor have been completely filled up, 
at most only a very few machine operators being needed. Orders 
held up through strike uncertainty, now are being filled and since 
none of the master printers have stock on hand, the paper dis- 
tributors immediately are the beneficiaries. 


There are no reports 
of price slashing to get business. 


Coarse Paper Market Improved 

The coarse paper market has improved to a very appreciable 
extent. It too is almost free from undercutting in order to get 
business. Surplus stocks seem to have been disposed of and job- 
bers are selling on the basis of present mill prices. 





After months of stagnation the paper stock market again is in 
a position where the common grades are moving in sufficient volume 
to enable actual quotations to be made. Revision has not been 
made for several weeks because, though prices generally were 
below those quoted, there were not enough transactions fairly to 
make a market. The mills are taking mixed and commons in large 
enough amounts now to fix prices; these of course are lower than 
they were, in fact are at the lowest ebb they have been for years. 
There has not, however, been the slightest betterment in the 
market for the better grades of stock and virtually all that the 
jobbers are receiving is being stored, sales of commons afford- 
ing storage room. The trade believes that better prices for the 
better grades of stock soon will be attainable. 


Universal Waste Products Market to Reopen 


Announcement is made that early next month the big plant of 
the Universal Waste Products Market, 25th and Callowhill streets, 
which has been closed down for a month will reopen. There have 
been persistent reports in the trade that the Universal Company and 
the Philadelphia Paper Manufacturing Company were intimately 
related financially, in fact that the Universal business was to be 
taken over by the Philadelphia. Both parties mentioned made denial 
during the week of these reports. Manager Biles, of the Universal, 
said that presumably the reports had originated because the Uni- 
versal Company was engaged in the building of a wharf on the 
Schuylkill river from which by means of four chartered scows 
shipments of stocks were to be made through the Canal to the 
Manayunk plant of the Philadelphia Company. He denied abso- 
lutely that relationship: between the two concerns was of other 
than a strictly business character. There are stored in the Universal 
plant now some 3,000 tons of old newspapers belonging to the 
Philadelphia Company which will be transported by water as soon 
as the shipping arrangements are completed. 

After two weeks of complete shut down the Philadelphia plant 
began last week the operation of all five of its machines. The 
world’s record board machine, the 164-inch, 150 tons per day 
monster at the Philadelphia plant is now structurally completed. 
Should occasion arise it could be placed on actual production in 
a few weeks. Because there is no necessity for such production, 
however, the finishing touches on the big mill are being put on by 
the company’s own engineers slowly. Board is selling a little more 
freely but the price has dropped from an average of $30 to $26. 


American Glue Co. Buys Baeder Adamson Mill 


Announcement was made during the week that the purchaser of 
the Baeder Adamson Company mill was the American Glue Com- 
pany, of Boston. With the retirement of William Adamson as 
president and director and of W. B. Adamson as director, the per- 
sonnel has been changed. George W. Upton has become president, 
William Lyman, vice-president, and John F. A. Davis, Philadelphia 
sales manager. C. A. Kelly will continue as mill superintendent. 
The mill, after a month’s close down resumed operations during 
the week. It recently was completely remodelled and renovated, 
the Jordans were electrified and two more added, the machines 
were lengthened, a smoothing press was installed and two additional 
stacks of calenders were added, the improvements involving an 
expenditure of several hundreds of thousands of dollars. The mill 
now has a daily capacity of ten tons, of stock of sand paper which 
will be used by the Baeder Adamson Company and of Krafts and 
tag for the trade.

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FEDERAL AND STATE EXPERTS 
STUDYING MICHIGAN FORESTS 


Much Information Is Being Secured that Will Be Valuable in 
Framing a Reforestration Program for the State—Western 
Papermakers Chemical Co. With Offices and Plants in 
Kalamazoo and Eastern Pa., Increases Capital Stock 
from $200,000 to $1,000,000 for the Purpose of 
Greatly Increasing Its Business—Frank Filer Is Elected 
President of the Filer Fibre Co. of Manistee.

Katamazoo, Mich, August 8, 1921.—Study of forestry conditions 
in Michigan and securing information that will be valuable in fram- 
ing a reforestration program for the state are now being accomp- 
lished through the co-operation of Federal and State forestry 
experts. 

Raphael Zon, W. N. Sparhawk and W. D. Brush, of the federal 
service, have arrived at Michigan Agricultural College and have 
held conference with Prof. A. K. Chittenden and gone into the 
former lumber regions to investigate conditions there. 
pected they will thus be engaged for several months. 

Mr. Sparhawk is studying cut over lands, both hard and pine 
and spruce timbered, and the towns that were once the center of 
Michigan’s enormous lumber industry. Mr. Zon is specializing on 
hardwood forests with a view of determining what method of log- 
ging and brush disposal would be best adapted to keep these forests 
continually productive. Mr, Brush is studying the wood using in- 
dustries of Michigan. 

The forestry department of M. A. C. has been conducting investi- 
gations throughout the state for the past two years. This study has 
led Prof. Chittenden to state that forest fires are the greatest 
hindrance to reforestration. If the land has been burned over after 
logging the only way in which a new forest can be obtained is 
usually by planting, but if fires are kept out the young growth on 
the ground will respond quickly to the new conditions of light and 
growing space.

Western Papermakers’ Chemical Co. to Expand 


The Western Papermakers’ Chemical Company, with offices and 
plants in Kalamazoo, and Easton, Pa., announces an increase in its 
capital stock from $200,000 to $1,000,000. According to William 
J. Lawrence, vice-president and general manager of the company, 
the increase was made so that the company can greatly increase its 
business. It is the intention to add to the line of chemicals manu- 
factured and the details of the expansion are now being worked out. 

“I am not able at this time to definitely state just what lines we 
will take on,” said Mr. Lawrence. “Those details will be settled 
in the very near future. I will say, though, that our increase in 
capital has been all taken care of. None of the stock will be of- 
fered for sale.” 

Workmen have practically completed all repairs made necessary 
by the fire that occurred on Wednesday, July 20. The damages 
were not as heavy as first estimated. The flames were confined 
largely to the pent house on the roof and to the bucket elevator 
that runs up the outside of the main factory structure. It was 
only in a small space on the fifth floor that the flames invaded the 
building.

WasuincTon, D. C., August 10, 1921—In connection with the 
Federal Trade Commission’s current statistics of the paper in- 
dustry a summary of the monthly reports from manufacturers of 
wood pulp and other kinds of pulp used in paper making is sub- 
mitted herewith for the month of June, 1921. The table shows 
the kind of pulp, the stocks, production, pulp used and shipments 
for the month. The pulp shipped during each month represents 
only pulp shipped to a concern different from the one producing it. 
Loss of production is shown by giving the idle machine time re- 
ported by each company of each kind of pulp. 


Pulp Production 


The following is a tabulation of the production, pulp used by 
the company producing it, shipments to outside concerns, and stocks 
of finished pulp, in tons of 2,000 pounds on an air-dry basis, for 
June, 1921, compared with June, 1920, for the operating mills. The 
average production is based upon the reports covering the years 
1917, 1918, 1919, and 1920, and the average stocks are based upon 
the stocks carried for the years 1919 and 1920.

Some question has been 
raised with regard to the cooking properties of white spruce but 
the opinion is expressed that when this species forms the bulk of 
the pulpwood coming to any one mili, the cook will surely be 
adapted to it and satisfactory pulp will be produced. Thoroughly 
satisfactory results are, as a matter of fact, already being secured 
in the manufacture of sulphite pulp from white spruce at many 
plants. This species is regarded as the most satisfactory of the 
four for planting purposes.—C. L.

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SECTIONAL PAPER MACHINE DRIVES 


By H. W. Rocers, P. & M. ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT, GENERAL ELECTRIC COMPANY. 


The paper machine is without doubt the most important ma- 
chine in the paper industry as the entire production of paper is 
dependent upon it. ‘Consequently, too much attention cannot be 
given to this machine. 


Quality of Product Depends on Type of Drive 


The quality of the product depends very much upon the type 
of drive selected and the proper application of it with respect to 
the machine. Speed regulation, flexibility of control and unin- 
terrupted service are all important factors and must be given 
careful consideration. For this reason it is desirable to have the 
paper machine and its drive a complete unit in itself, independent 
of the rest of the mill so that trouble in the rest of the mill will 
not result in any interruptions in the actual production of paper. 

There are certain parts of every paper machine which run at a 
constant speed regardless of the speed at which paper is being 
produced and these parts, consisting of the screens, pumps, suction 
and agitators, constitute what is commonly called the constant 
speed end of the paper machine. It is not strictly true to say 
that the constant speed end is independent at the variable speed 
end of the paper machine, as the speed at which it operates and 
the power required are largely determined by the maximum speed 
at which it is intended to make paper. However, the drive of

this end of the machine presents no difficulties whatever in its 
application and requires very little attention. 

The variable speed end of the machine consists of a number 
of sections, which have been in the past and are very largely at 
the present time being driven from a single line shaft through a 
system of cone pulleys, and bevel gears with friction clutches 
for starting and stopping each individual section separately if 
occasion requires. 


Much Study Devoted to Variable Drive 


A great deal of time and study has been devoted to the driving 
of the variable speed end of a paper machine and indeed it is no 


mean task bceause the requirements are very exacting. The stock 
enters the machine at the wet end on the couch or wire and consists 
of probably 99 per cent water and 1 per cent stock. Here the 
sheet is formed and a large part of the water removed after 
which it passes through one or more presses and over the dryers 
and finally through the calenders to the reel and rewinder as

finished paper with probably not more than 5 per cent moisture. 
A continuous sheet must therefore be maintained throughout the 
machine and owing to its condition there is a slight difference 
in speed between each section which must be maintained absolutely. 
This difference in speed is called “draw” and varies from time to 
time depending upon the condition of the stock and of the at- 
mosphere and must of necessity be capable of adjustment. 

The drive must not only permit of a very close speed regulation, 
but must also permit of adjusting the “draw” between sections 
and at the same time absolutely maintains the relative speeds of 
the various sections. 


Mechanical Drive Has Limitations 


In the past it has been the practice to use steam engines with 
mechanical speed changing devices, belts, cone pulleys, gears, etc., 
and although there are at present a large number of electric motor 
drives in operation they have been of the single motor type mostly 
with the same mechanical contrivances, and have operated very 
successfully. 

The mechanical drive, however, has its limitations and the 
recent demand for news print has resulted in the high speed paper 
machine and the development of the sectional drive which has 
occupied the attention of engineers for years. It is claimed by 
some authorities that the present mechanical drive has reached 
its limit so far as speed possibilities are concerned, although speeds 
in excess of 900 feet per minute have been attained, and that for 
further development we must look to some other type of drive.

The sectional drive has therefore far reaching possibilities as 
there is no limit to the speed at which it will operate. Further- 
more the use of this type of drive has made it possible to secure 
a large amount of valuable data pertaining to the segregation of 
power and percentage of “draw” which has not heretofore been 
possible. 
Flexibility of Control 


The advantages of this drive lie in its flexibility of control, 
the elimination of line shafting, cone pulleys, belts, gears, clutches 
and coincident maintenance. The elimination of the back line 
shaft and the mechanical drive is in itself a large item as the 
maintenance of it is rather heavy. It has not been customary to 
keep segregated maintenance costs in the past, but this is now 





being done by some mills and it has been found that the oil and 
maintenance on the back line shaft of the paper machine alone 
approximates 25 to 30 cents for every ton of paper manufactured. 
This in itself is a large item and warrants the expenditure of 
considerable money in its elimination. In addition to this there 
is every possibility that the force of millwrights can be reduced 
if this mechanical drive is done away with. There are, therefore, 
a number of indirect savings which are sometimes lost sight of, 
when a sectional drive is considered, which are all in favor of it. 

The sectionalized drive developed by the General Electric Com- 
pany, as shown in Fig, 2, consists essentially of a two motor 
unit driving each section, but automatically regulated, and con- 
trolled, so the whole machine operates as a single body. Each 
section unit consists of a direct current motor and a synchronous 
motor of about 20 per cent of the capacity of the direct current 
motor. The synchronous motor is driven from the direct current 
motor through a gear reduction, and a set of cones which permit 
a total range in speed of about 12 per cent. All the motor units 
are driven from a single generator, the direct current motors 
being connected in multiple from the generator bus. By this 
system the paper machine can be started as a single unit, and 
brought up to speed. 


Variation Should Remain Constant 


It is highly important that the percentage of speed variation 
between the sections should remain constant, whatever the speed 
of the machine as a whole. This is accomplished in this drive, 
by making the synchronous motors function somewhat as a gov- 
ernor, with the difference, that a governor acts after something 
has happened, while this method prevents it from happening. 

The synchronous motors are all connected to a common dead 
bus, being excited from a bus connected to the main generator 
exciter. The required percentage of speed variation is obtained 
by adjusting a belt on the cones. Any tendency to change in 
speed, on the part of the D. C, motor on any particular section 
due to change in load, or other cause, is corrected as follows: 
Should the D. C. motor speed up, because the load lightens, the 
synchronous motor of that until will act as a generator, imposing 
a drag on the D. C. motor until the speed drops to normal. If 
the D. C. motor slows down, its synchronous motor will act as 
a motor, and all the other synchronous motors as generators, 
which will help to bring the D. C, motor back to its normal speed., 


Control of the Drive . 


Control of the drive is as follows: Each direct current motor 
has a drum controller and a rheostat in its circuit for individual 
starting, the last point of this controller being in the circuit which 
connects the synchronous motor to the dead bus. When starting 
the paper machine as a whole the drum controllers on the D. C. 
motors should all be on the last point, with the synchronous motors 
connected to the dead bus. A start button on the auxillary panel 
closes a contactor on the generator panel, applying low voltage to 
all the D. C. motors. To bring the machine up to speed the 
generator field is strengthened by the rheostat on the auxiliary 
control panel. 

The first equipment of this type was furnished on a Bagley 
Sewall 164 in. news machine for the Crown Willamette Paper 
Company, West Linn, Ore., and was started up in November, 
1920; at a speed of 700 feet per minute which is a record for a 
new machine. It has been operating continuously since then and 
is now making paper at 840 feet per minute. 

Since then a 152-in. Pusey & Jones book machine has been started 
up at the Mead Pulp and Paper Company, Chillicothe, Ohio, and a 
198-in. Pusey & Jones book machine at the Kimberly Clark Paper 
Company, Niagara Falls, N. Y. 

During this year nine (9) more sectional drives will be in- 
Stalled and put into actual operation in the various plants.

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Paper Exports Berlining 


Paper exports for June again showed a considerable drop, ac- 
cording to statistics just issued by the Department of Commerce, 
the figures for the month being only $2,927,671, as compared with 
$3,399,672 for May, and $7,669,952 for June a year ago. The 
great decline that has been taking place in the value of paper 
exports may, however, be even better appreciated when it is men- 
tioned that the figures for January were $10,016,437, almost five- 
fold those for June. The exports of paper for the twelve months 
ending with June amounted to $79,748,650, as compared with $73,- 
711,531 for the same period in 1920, and $84,080,312 in 1919. 

The falling off was especially reflected in the exports of news 
print, the figures for June being only $73,860, as compared with 
$234,056 for May, and $656,884 for June a year ago. The ex- 
ports of news print for the twelve months ending with June 
amounted to $4,615,049, as compared with $6,388,995 for the same 
period in 1920, and $10,677,793 in 1919. 

A considerable decline also was shown in wrapping paper, the 
figures for June amounting only to $141,125 as compared with 
$137,617 for May and $694,473 for June a year ago. The exports 
of wrapping for the twelve months ending with June amounted 
to $5,176,473 as compared with $5,872,872 for the same period in 
1920 and $6,708,801 in 1919. 

The exports of writing paper and envelopes for June amounted 
only to $177,092 as compared with $243,618 for May and $699,178 
for June of last year. The exports of these commodities for the 
twelve months ending with June were valued at $8,232,318 as com- 


pared with $7,322,859 for the same period in 1920 and $13,456,336 
in 1919. 


Paper board and strawboard were about the only varieties of 
paper which showed an increase in June, the figures for the month 
being $168,763 as compared with $139,328 for May and $387,788 
for June of last year. The exports of these varieties of board 
for the twelve months ending with June amounted to $4,891,917 as 


compared with $4,030,826 for the same period in 1920 and $4,737,- 
381 in 1919. 


The exports of tissue and toilet paper, in common with practical- 
ly all the other varieties of paper, declined in June. The figures 
for the month amounted to $66,128 as compared with $85,682 for 
May and $316,330 for June a year ago. The exports of tissue and 
toilet paper for the twelve months ending with June were valued at 
$1,717,567 as compared with $2,412,458 for the same period in 
1920 and $2,047,887 in 1919. 


The imports of paper for June were about the same as for the 
preceding month. The figures for June were $6,168,911 as com- 
pared with $6,106,953 for May and $6,271,218 for June of last 
year. The imports of paper for the twelve months ending with 
June amounted to $98,757,656 as compared with $63,408,063 for 
the same period in 1920 and $46,551,731 in 1919. 
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The imports of news print for June showed a slight gain over 
May, the figures for the former month being $4,928,573 and for 
the latter $4,866,318; the imports for June a year ago were $5,- 
062,900. The imports of news print for the twelve months end- 
ing with June were valued at $81,842,012 as compared with $51,- 
209,586 for the same period in 1920 and $38,565,487 in 1919. 

The imports of ground wood for June amounted to $221,786 as 
compared with $215,558 for May and $852,456 for June a year ago. 
The imports of groundwood for the twelve months ending with 
June of last year. The imports of ground wood for the twelve 
months ending with June amounted to $12,146,697 as compared with 
$6,829,805 for the same period in 1920 and $4,482,033 in 1919. 


The imports of unbleached chemical pulp for June amounted to 
$1,387,406 as compared with $1,012,511 for May and $3,820,556 for 
June of last year. The imports of unbleached chemical pulp for 
the twelve months ending with June amounted to $45,521,076 
as compared with $36,297,135 for the same period in 1920 and $22,- 
829,804 in 1919. 

The imports of bleached chemical pulp for June were valued at 
$1,859,889 as compared with $434,952 for May and $1,609,362 for 
June of last year. The imports of bleached chemical pulp for the 
twelve months ending with June amounted to $18,523,440 as com- 


pared with $10,816,165 for the same period in 1920 and $2,269,266 
in 1919. 


Srandinavian Pulp Depressed 


The Scandinavian wood pulp mills, judging from what are com- 
monly regarded as authoritative sources, are not in an enviable posi- 
tion at present. Prices are depressed and the outlook for the 
immediate future at least is not very encouraging. 


The Svenska Dagbladet reports from Kristiania that the large 
payments for the timber shipments to the cellulose mills, which 
usually take place in the midsummer week, have encountered great 
difficulties this year. On account of the great demand for wood 
pulp from abroad, the cellulose mills contracted last winter for con- 
siderably more timber than usual. However, the change on the 
world market caused the foreign buyers to try to cancel their con- 
tracts to a large extent, which placed the cellulose mills in a very 
difficult situation. They saw themselves compelled to request a 
postponement during one year with one-third of the payment. For 
this one-third part, they offered to issue bonds, due for payment at 
midsummer next year. It was supposed that money could be raised 
in the banks by the timber shippers on these bonds, but when the 
banks would not take them without satisfactory security, the timber 
shippers refused to accept. 


As it is a question of very large amounts—several hundred mil- 
lion kronor—the matter has caused great attention. According to 
the Aftenposten it looks, however, as if at least Borregaard, 
Union and Greaker mills would be able to arrange the matter with 
their shippers. 


The Aftonbladet reports that the sales on North America have 
now become more active. 


The prices are considered to have 
reached the bottom. The curtailment in the production in Sweden 
for sulphite cellulose is forty-five per cent, for sulphate cellulose 
fifty-five per cent and for mechanical wood pulp forty-five per cent. 
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The same paper reports that the Kramfors sulphite mill and the 
Fran6 sulphate mill will soon close down. 

The Svensk Trévarutidning writes that the curtailment in the 
cellulose production increases every day and it is calculated that 
the sulphite production for sale is now only about one-fourth of 
the normal capacity of the mills. For the sulphate industry it is 
probably only a question of a short time when the production for 
sale will wholly cease, because the conditions on the sulphate market 
are very difficult and there are very meager prospects that this 
market will recuperate during the present year. At least within 
the professional circles the views are rather pessimistic for this 
production and it is considered that the situation requires practically 
the same actions as in 1919, when practically all the sulphate mills 
wholly stopped during April-September. 

The Svensk Papperstidning reports that the agreements regard- 
ing fixing of prices, which have existed during the last half year, 
for both chemical as well as mechanical wood pulps, have now 
been nullified. The cellulose and wood pulp mills have decided to 
reduce the selling prices still more and it is reported that the ma- 
jority of the cellulose mills have already reduced their prices. 

The Dagens Nyheter reports that about 10,000 tons of mechanical 
wood pulp were burned up at the Karlshalls wood pulp mill out- 
side of Lulea. It was valued at about one and one-half million 
Swedish kroner. This mill is owned by the Aktiebolaget Ytterst- 
fors-Munksund. The mill was saved. The same paper reports that 
the Iggesund cellulose mills will resume production on October 1. 


More Than a Uehicle for Publicity 


The Paper TRADE JouRNAL is pleased to print the following let- 
ter from Mrs. W. H. B. Fowler, assistant publisher and business 
manager of the San Francisco Chronicle, which explains itself.

The Paper TRADE JoURNAL is naturally gratified to receive this 
commendation from a publication of the standing of the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle on a policy which it has sedulously followed for 
many years but the importance of which, unfortunately, has not 
been always recognized by some persons in the trade. 


Forest Fires Raging in Maine Forests 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Banoor, Me., August 8, 1921.—Forest fires again are raging in 
many parts of Maine and the situation is considered by Forest Com- 
missioner Dana to be as serious as in June, when 300,000 acres 
were burned over. Since the rains that stopped the June fires, 
although not entirely quenching them, there has been almost un- 
broken drought in Maine, making the woods tinder dry and of 
late the smouldering embers have been fanned into fierce flames 
by brisk winds, while new fires have started in various localities. 

Only heavy and long continued rains can save Maine timberland 
owners from tremendous losses, it would appear, for in the almost 
unprecedented condition of drought, with frequent high winds, little 
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can be accomplished in staying the destruction, even when armies 
of men and all known fire fighting appliances are employed. 

The little pulp and paper village of Howland, Me., where is 
located the plant of the Advance Paper Bag Company, had a narrow 
escape from destruction, Saturday, when forest fires sweeping 
up from the southwest on a 12 mile front threatened to surround 
and wipe out the village. The flames destroyed a dozen dwellings. 
With the aid of fire apparatus that arrived from nearby places, all 
the buildings in both sections of the village were wet down, and 
thousands of cords of pulpwood, which threatened to give the 
flames a stronger foothold, were soaked. It was at first reported 
that the big pulp and paper mill was burning, but happily for the 
residents of Howland, who depend on this industry almost entirely 
for a livelihood, the mill escaped damage. 


Buys Carthage Pulp & Paper Co. Bonds 


The banking house of Stroud & Co. of New York and Philadel- 
phia has bought $600,000 worth of the first mortgage bonds of the 
Carthage Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company, whose plant is located 
at West Carthage, N. Y. 

The Carthage Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company is a consolida- 
tion of the Carthage Sulphite Pulp Company and the Le Ray Paper 
Company and started in business in 1898. The Hon. James A. 
Outterson has been president of the company since its organization. 
He is one of the best known men in the trade and has organized 
no less than fourteen paper mills, the majority of them located in 
North County, N. Y. It is interesting to note that Mr. Outterson’s 
father and grandfather were both prominent paper manufacturers 
in Scotland and Ireland before settling in this country. The Car- 
thage Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company has had a remarkable 
growth since its organization.

On the contrary, particularly in the Prairie provinces, such idle 
land is rich virgin soil. When one considers Canada’s vast area, 
however, and its comparatively small population it is at once ap- 
parent that a large proportion of the acreage which is in private 
ownership must be unoccupied, and, therefore, available for pur-' 
chase at reasonable prices. The lists have been published by dis-

Jobbers State That There Are a Few Grades of Paper Which 
Have Been in a Little Better Request Recently but Even 
in These There Has Been No Great Animation—Con- 
sumers Are Said to Be Keeping Stocks of Paper Which 
Will Just About Carry Them From Week End to Week 
End—Pageant of Progress Is Big Success and Is At- 
tracting Many Visitors—Some of the Exhibitors. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Cuicaco, August 8, 1921.—But slight changes in the paper mar- 
ket have been noted here during the past week or two. Buying, it 
is said, still continues on a basis of requirements, and those only 
immediate. Various leading members of the trade have said that 
business is showing a little better signs, which are encouraging, but 
not many real concrete orders to justify the belief that the buyers 
were in the market strong again. 

Jobbers state that there are a few grades of paper which have 
been in a little better demand lately, but even in these there has 
been no great amount of animation. Business, however, they say 
is not as slow as it was a month or so ago, and is growing a little 
easier right along. They tell of improvements in other lines of 
industry, and say that they look forward to a general better trend 
of business this fall. 

There are said to be but few paper consuming houses which 
have very ample supplies of stock on hand, and these houses are 
buying just to fill up “the holes in their stock” now, but with a 
resumption of better business in various other industries, and a 
better all round feeling, the jobbers look for an increased demand 
from these sources. Some of the consumers are said to be keeping 
stocks of paper which will just carry them from week end to 
week end, which method they have pursued for some time. 

The paper board situation has shown very little change re- 
cently. This market has been rather dull, it is said, due to the 
slowness of the paper box business. There is here and there a 
slightly better demand for some grades of board, but this condi- 
tion is said to be spasmodic.

Goes To New Forest Station at Asheville, N. C. 

Wasuincton, D. C., August 8, 1921—Edward F. McCarthy, 
first forester in the faculty of the New York College of Forestry 
at Syracuse, has been given an important new position in the 
United States Forest Service, being assigned to a new forest 
experiment station being established at Asheville, N. C. He will 
rank next to the director of the station, one of the old forest 
service officials, and the taking of a man from outside the service 
for so important a position is somewhat unusual. 

The work to be done at the new station will be along the lines 
where Mr. McCarthy has been doing his best work, investigations 
of forest growth. He was the first forester in the faculty of the 
Syracuse college, but left the faculty, where he was head of 
the department of utilization, when Dean Moon succeeded Dr. 
Hugh P. Baker. He went to Canada to make studies of pulpwood 
growth in the Algoma district, north of Lake Superior, and the 
results of his studies were a feature of the national convention 
of the Woodlands Section of the American Paper and Pulp As- 
sociation this Spring. 

The attention called to his work by this report aided materially 
in his being placed with the United States Forest Service. 

Dr. Baker, his former chief, is now executive secretary of the 
American Paper and Pulp Association. 

Swedish Firm Sues on News Print Contract 

Refusing to accept news print manufactured upon defend- 
ant’s exclusive request, has led to the Hafrestrome Aktie- 
bolag, a Swedish corporation, of Gothenburg, Sweden, insti- 
tuting an action in the Supreme Court against the Interstate 
Pulp and Paper Company to recover $56,170 damages. 

It is alleged that the defendant on August 18, 1920, agreed 
to purchase 500 tons of white news print paper to be subse- 
quently manufactured by the plaintiff at the rate of 1,050 
Swedish kroners a ton. 

In accordance with the agreement the plaintiff on September 
22 began the manufacture of the paper desired, and actually 
produced 345 tons, which the defendant refused to accept. 
Defendant neglected to acknowledge its agreement, it is alleged, 
and subsequently upon demand notified the plaintiff that the 
contract had been abrogated.

Now that the paper industry has just about reached bottom 
it is time for the dealers and manufacturers to shake off their 
present pessimistic spirit and get ready for a revival of business 
in the fall. According to all reports this period is just about over 
in the paper trade, The Babson Statistical Bureau says that there is 
a little more readjustment to come in news print, but that that should 
be over within a month or so. The monthly resumé of business 
drawn up by a prominent bank remarks that the paper business 
is just about down to the irreducible minimum and that things 
should be much improved by the middle of the autumn. In the 
face of such authoritative statements it is impossible not to believe 
that there certainly is to be a general brace in business soon. As 
to how strong the new movement will be when it sets in one man’s 
guess is as good as another but it does seem as though a gradual 
revival is more likely than a sudden one. 

The demand, for news print still is a little better than that 
which exists in some of the other paper lines, but on the whole 
there has been little change during the past week. No further 
decline in price has occurred nor are there any signs of an im- 
mediate freshening of business. 

Although dealers expect that things will be picking up very 
shortly now in book paper there has been no sign of it yet. Peo- 
ple are still buying in a from hand to mouth manner and the mills 
are not running on full time as yet. The trouble seems to be 
that the publishers and printers have pretty large stocks on hand, 
or did have, and these must be used before there is any general 
buying movement. The end cannot be far away of these surplus 
supplies and as soon as these are exhausted business will be 
vastly improved. 

The fine papers are in somewhat the same position as book. 
They are not in very great demand because large supplies re- 
main yet in the consumers’ hands. A good sign, however, is the 
fact that most of the jobbers have succeeded in getting rid of 
most of this stock which they had on their shelves and most of 
them say that they are getting ready for a revival of business in the 
next two months. 

Tissues are still quiet, although this is attributable simply to 
the midsummer dullness which always comes over the trade rather 
than to business conditions because it will be remembered tissue 
was one of the first things to liquidate and therefore was well 
on the road to recovery when summer came along. In fact many 
of the dealers and manufacturers reported some fairly large 
deals. The present quiet is merely temporarly and will in no way 
interfere with the general pick up in tissue. 

Kraft, together with the other coarse papers, is still in poor 
demand. Again the trouble partly is that the large department 
stores and other big users of these papers laid in large stocks 
which they did not use up until just a month or two ago in some 
cases. Then they all began to buy in a day to day manner, thus 
keeping things very quiet. 

3oard really does seem to be considerably steadier as far as 
price is concerned. Dealers say that business is still slow and 
that there are few takers of even the most attractive orders, but 
the number of inquiries has increased and things are moving toward 
better times. 

Mechanical Pulp 

Groundwood was in rather good demand for some time and even 
now it is much better than most of the other raw materials that 
make up paper. The price of the domestic has remained about 
the same while the imported grades have gone up a little. 


Chemical Pulp 
Cutting of prices indiscriminately in chemical pulp has just 





about come to a close, but the demand is still unsteady and shows 
little strength in any of. the various grades. Even though rock 
bottom has been reached it will not pick up to any marked extent 
until the consumers are convinced of this fact. 


Old Rope and Bagging 


A poor demand still characterizes the old rope market and 
prices are largely nominal. Bagging is also quiet, but it is not 
to be expected that these things will pick up until paper in which 
they are used shows more signs of life. 


Rags 
Importations of rags are still being reduced and dealers are not 
showing any very great signs of interest. Domestic rags are being 
allowed to pile up in cellars and attics and are not being collected 
because of the general market condition. 


Waste Paper 
Waste paper is still spotty with many of the prices nominal to 
a large degree. Dealers say that some days they receive several 
encouraging orders and other times they do not even get an in- 
quiry. 
Twine 
Twine is still quiet and it is not to be expected that it will 
travel much ahead of the paper industry in a revival, although 
dealers say they are urging their customers to be ready early for 
the expected fall pick up in business.

Livermore Falls Pulp Mill Burned 


PrymoutH, N. H., August 8, 1921—The Livermore Falls pulp 
mill, located about two miles north of this town, and a small 
building used as a station by the Boston and Maine railroad were 
completely destroyed by fire last* week, causing a loss estimated at 
$20,000. The fire is supposed to have started in the boiler room 
of the mill and before it was discovered had gained such headway 
that the building was burned to the ground before the arrival of 
the fire apparatus, which was called from this village. 

The mill was formerly owned by J. E. Henry and son of Lincoln 
but was recently purchased by the Parker-Young company. It 
was located on one of the best water privileges in Grafton county 
and for years had been operated day and night. The destruction 
of the property throws 25 men out of work. 

The managers of the mill stated after the fire that it was ex- 
pected that the mill would be rebuilt, but definite plans will not be 


announced for several weeks. The loss was fully covered by in- 
surance.

There have been 
reports that the company had gone into liquidation but this is denied 
by an official of the organization, who says that the company made 
default in payment of the bond interest due July 1. It is pointed 
out that the organization owns two valuable timber licenses and, 
in view of the favorable situation of the mill at Port Arthur, giving 
cheap transportation and easy access to a large supply of pulp- 
wood, the prospects of the Kaministiquia concern are considered 
bright. The directors have plans under consideration for reopen- 
ing the mill as the general pulp market is showing some signs of 
improvement. 
Counties Take Up Reforestation Work 
There has been made a start in Grey county, Ontario, on the 
lines of reforestation of the waste areas. A representative of the 
Department of Lands will shortly look over the ground and pre- 
pare the necessary reforestation plans. Other counties in the prov- 
ince will shortly embark in reforestation work on a large scale 
and thus put their uncultivatable lands to some good use. 


New Pulp Plant Working Full Time 
The plant of the Fort William Paper Company, Fort William, 
which has been .in operation for several weeks, running part time, 
is now going full force. Several large orders have been received, 
which will keep the mill busy for several months. 


A steamer re- 











cently left Fort William laden with thirteen hundred tons of ground- 
wood pulp, which is the largest single shipment ever made from 
Fort William. The cargo was consigned to Brooklyn, N. Y. 


Will Increase Duties on Timber 

Speaking recently at Fort William, Premier Drury said that the 
present government of the province of Ontario was going to ad- 
minister the timber and pulpwood resources with greater efficiency 
than did its predecessor and that more revenue would be collected 
from this source. Colonization would also receive greater atten- 
tion in Northern Ontario and when a township was opened for 
settlement, the government was going to try and see that it was 
completely taken up in order that there should be the proper com- 
munity life,

F. A. Ratcliff, president of the Ratcliff Paper Company, Toronto, 
and wife have been spending a holiday at Sturgeon Point, Ont. 

Alex Fasken, Toronto, president of the Temiskaming Pulp and

Although the chemical market is quiet yet as far as the paper 
industry is concerned there is a decidedly better undertone of good 
feeling throughout the trade and most of the dealers and manu- 
facturers are cheerfully looking for a much better business in the 
fall. Things are not really expected to be back to normal until 
about the first of the year, but the general stiffening should begin 
in: about a month or so. 

ALUM.—There has been no real change in alum during the 
week except the fact that the price is even firmer and a few more 
good sales to paper manufacturers have been reported. The prices 
are the same as last week with the lump stock at 3.50 to 3.75 cents 
a pound, the ground at about 3.75 to 4.00 cents and the powdered 
4.00 to 4.25 cents. 

BLEACH.—Spot dealing in bleach has been exceedingly slow 
this week and few sales have been made. This is due chiefly to 
the fact that the dealers do not like to risk handling much of this 
matefial during the hot weather because it deteriorates so rapidly 
in a high temperature. The price still ranges from 2.00 to 2.70 
cents a pound, 

BLANC FIXE.—There is not quite so much weakness in the 
blanc fixe market as there has been for past weeks and fewer 
distressed lots are about. The price on the pulp is around $40 to 


$50 a ton and on the powdered it is about 4.50 cents a pound. 
BRIMSTONE.—Brimstone is still quiet with few large deals 
with paper mills coming to the surface. "The price is sticking 


around $16 a ton at the mines. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Caustic is not showing any startling spurts 
in the direction of better business, but there has been a slow, steady 
improvement should The 
price is about 3.25 cents a pound on the basis of 60 per cent. 

ROSIN.—Paper men are not buying much rosin these days but 
naval stores dealers report that they are getting a good many in- 
quiries and orders from foreign countries and much of this material 
has been shipped to Japan since the first of the new quarter. Grade 
E is quoted at $4.85 and F and G are at about $4.90 per 280 
pounds. 

CHINA CLAY.—Quiet prevails in the china clay market and few 
deals are being made. The price on the domestic unwashed grade 
is a little firmer at $7 or $8 a ton, the domestic washed is around 
$9 or $10 and the imported runs from $16 to $24, depending upon 
the grade required. 

CASEIN.—Casein is still off with a small demand and at the 
same time rather a small supply on the open market in this city. 
The price remains at about 6.50 to 7.50 cents a pound. 

SALTCAKE.—No large deals have been reported in saltcake 
during the past week and continued slowness marks conditions in 
this market. The price runs from $17 a ton to $25. 

SODA ASH.—The general situation in soda ash remains un- 
changed, although the price is a little firmer and the export busi- 
ness is reported as slightly improved. The price is 1.90 to 2.00 
cents. ‘ 

STARCH.—Starch is not in much demand as yet among the 
paper mills, although there is a good supply on hand. The price 
is just about the same as it has been for the past couple of weeks, 
2.90 to 3.50 cents. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—Although the paper industry is 
only taking about a third of what it normally does in this product, 
there is much more demand jn other industries for this commodity. 
The commercial grade is quoted at from 1.60 to 2:00 and the iron 
free from 2.50 to 3.00 cents a pound. 

TALC.—American talc is still in poor demand among the paper 
mills, but the price remains at about $18 a ton at the mines.
